LONDON. 


The Contributions for the Province of Brabant have been 
fixed at goo Guineas per Month ; and the City of Bruffels 
has been a fecond time fummoned, but without returning 
any Anfwer. The whole Contributions of Flanders levied 
by the French, amount to Three Millions. 

They write from Munich, that M.de Chavigni having 
demanded a particular Audience of the Eledtor, laid before 
him the Succeffes of the King, his Mailer, in Flanders ; 
the Advantage obtain’d by the King of Prufla in Sifefia ; 
and the Declaraion of the Genoeie in Iuly. He added, 
after tafuling on them with all his Eloquence, How un- 
Jucky was at for your Highnefs that you made fo precipi- 
tate a Peace ' Notat all, anfwered the Elector ; forif I had 
not made it, the News you tell me would have induced 
me to make it in fill greater Hurry than I did. 

We !carn from Paris, by Letters dated July 23, that M. 
Orry, Comptroller of the Finances, having receiv'’d an 
Exprefs from Marfeilles, fent immediately to the Direétors 
of the Falt-India Company ; upon which, it was reported, 
and believed, that fome of the Company's Ships had fallen 
into the Hands of the Englith 

They write from Hamburgh, that there are ftill conftant 
and confiderable Remittances made every Six Weeks or 
‘Two Months, to the Northern Courts ;.and that fome 
French Bmuifaries are continually pafling and repafing. 
‘The fame Letters inform us, that Admiral Gallowin, in 
the Ruffian Service, died lately in that City, after a long 
and tedious HInefs. 

According to fome Advices receiv’d from Ghent, the 
French King is, or has been dangeroufly ill, which occa-

had abfolutely refufed him Entrance, which oblig’d him 
to fhut himfelf up in Oftend. 


Whiteball, July 23. On Saturday laft the Hon. Captain 
Montague, Commander of his Majetty’s Ship the Mermaid, 
arrived with Letters to his Grace fhe Duke of Newcaille 
one of his Majeity’s Principal Secretaries of State, from 
Commodore Warren, and Mr. Pepperell, who had the 
Command of the Forces employed in the Expedition againit 
Cape Breton, giving an Account of the Surrender of the 
Town and Fortrefles of Louifbourg, and the Territories 
thereunto belonging, on the 16th of June, after a Siege 
of 49 Days, on the following Terms of Capitulation, pro- 
pofed by the faid Commodore Warren and Mr. Pepperrell, 
and agreed to by Mr. Cambon, the Governor of Louif- 
bourg. 


I. That if your own Veffels fhall be founc: infufficient 
for the Tranfportation of your Perfons and Eff ts toFrance, 
we will provide fuch a farther Number of Veffels as may 
be fufficient for that Purpofe : Alfo any Provisions neceflary 
for the Voyage, that you cannot furnifh yourfelves with. 

II. That all the Commiffion Officers belonging to the 
Garifon, and the Inhabitants of the Town, may remain 
in their Houfes with their Families, and enjoy the free Ex- 
ercife of their Religion, and no Perfon fhall be fuffer’d to 
mifufe or moleft any of them, ‘till fuch Time as they can 
conveniently be tranfported to France. 

III. ‘That the Non. Commiffion Officers and Soldiers fhall 
immediately, upon the Surrender of the Town and For- 
trefs, be put on board fome of his Britannick Majefty’s 
Ships till they can alfo be tranfported to France. 

IV. That all your Sick and Wounded fhall be taken ten- 
der Care of, in the fame Manner with our own. 

V. ‘That the Commander in Chief now in the Garifon 
fhall have Liberty to fend off two covered Waggons, to be 
infpeéted only by one Officer of ours, that no Warlike 
Stores be contained therein. 

VI. That if there are any Perfons in the Town, or 
Garifon, which you fhall defire may not be feen by us, 
they fhall be permitted to go off mafked. 


The above we do confent to, and promife, on your Com- 
pliance with the following Conditions ; viz : 


I. That the Surrender and due Performance of every 
Part of the aforefaid Premifles be made and completed as 
foon as poflible. 

Il. That as a Security for the punctual Performance of 
the fame, the Ifland Battery, or one of the Batteries of the 
‘Town, thall be delivered, with the Artillery and Warlike 
Stores thereunto belonging, into the Poffeffion of his Bri- 
tannick Majefty’s Troops, before Six of the Clock this 
Afternoon, 

Il}. That his Britannick Majefty’s Ships of War, now 
lying before the Port, fhall be at Liberty to enter the Har- 
bour of Louifbourg, without any Moleitation, as foon after 
Six of the Clock m the Afternoon, as the Commander in 
Chief of the faid Ships fhall think fit. 

IV. That none of the Officers, Soldiers, nor Inhabitants 
in Louifbourg, who are Subjects of the French King, fhall 
take up Arms againft his Britannick Majefty, or any of 
his Allies, until after the Expiration ot the full Term of 
‘l'welve Months from this Time. 

V. That all the Subjects of his Britannick Majefty, who 
are now Prifoners with you, fhall be immediately deliver'd 
up to us.
